IFrench chil-
dren ery in uaison while racing under
the arch: “Qats, oats, onts!  Alax
good God prosper youl”

Here we get a relic of the immola-
tion of the meriah, or sicred sacri-
ficinl vietim, to the corn god of the an-
cients, n custom once everywhere prev-
alent, and continued until quite lately
at Benin city, in India, and elsewhere.

“Hopscotel” is an old game.  Its gemn
was almost certainly the labyrinth and
the well nigh universal myth of the
Minotaur. Afterward, on the introduc-
tion of Christianity, the labyrinth was
abandoned, to Dbe replaiced by the
ground plan of the basilica, the earliest
Chiristian churcli.

The players divided it in seven parts,
as they believed heaven to be divided,
and placed paradise in the position of
the =altar, the inner sanctum of their
parthly churel, The whole zame came
then to represent the progress of the
soul from earth to heaven through va-
rious intermediate states, the name
given to the last ‘‘court™ being invaria-
bly “paradize” or its equivalent.

Y ell worship, one of the earliest and

most widespread of rveligious cults, is
syinhbwolized in many  mmes, notably

in the ane where the children sing:
Draw a pail of water
For alady's daughter.

The seesaw movement of the players
at the bezinning of this ancient and
still popular game is intemled to repre-
cont the raising of the water from the
well. Next is announced the arrival of |
the deveree., “my  lady’s dauvghter,”
collecting tlowers for decking the well
(ghrine), making a cake for presenta-
tion to the zod (or goddess) of the well
offerings of jewelry, and soon. 1t can
be Dy no mere ehanece that 5 game
mayed by rustic village children today
duplicates step by step each detadl of
the ritual of the primitive well wor-
shipers.

It is the same with almost
gennine old children’s gunes
whore ean be traced d frag-
mentary  sarvivals of 1he -m:ml life.
ceremonies and religious practices of
our carly aneestors.

“Flere we o round
husly" for -instance, is a survival of
troe worship, “Cat eradle,” played prac-
tenlly Ly all savage and civilized peo-
ples  the worll over, has its hidden
rignificance of horrid rites. It is a com-
monplacr, the important part played in
baclk mazic by string. cords and knots.

sut it is the so called matrimonial
games that throw the most lurcid light
on the socinl manners and customs of
onr prehistorie savage forefathers.

“Here wi come gathering nuts in
May” sxmbolizes that earliest form of
rexual union, marrviage by eapture. Io
Jhis same, as played to this very day
m many a British village green, there
cntors absolutely no element of love or
The object of ecach male
child is to obiain possession of a fe-
male cLild by brute strenzth, and he
alwnyrs tries his loek or his skill “on
g cold and frosty morning.” of course.

In those dim, faraway days there
were no roads, Across the frozen mo-
rmsses into the wildest recesses of the
gwamnpy  ‘“forest primeval” he could
under such atmospherie conditicns
bear his Liride in safety.

AfMiclion Cnuses Them to Do
| Quecer Things at Times.
1A well known oculist, while discuss
ing some of the wvarious defects of the
buman ere which are not noticeable to
the ordinary observer, had this to say
abiout color blind people:

are forty males and three females to
every tbousand persons.
